The two 
armies marched to Virginia after Washington 
discovered that the Count DeGrasse, the 
French Admiral, would be in the waters off 
the Chesapeake. The Admiral DeGrasse 
defeated the British fleet and gave the com- 
mand of the sea to the English. ‘This allowed 
Washington to force the surrender of Corn- 
wallis, This event ended the war and won us 
our independence. Washington deserves the 
credit for this military strategy which was so 
remarkably pictured in the film. 

Owing to the great interest in the picture, 
“The Eve of the Revolution”, dealing with 
the immortal events of Lexington and Con- 
cord will be shown next Wednesday at the 
usual hour.

SENTIMENT VS. SENTIMENTALITY 


A Townmeeting Suggestion 


Where should the line be drawn between 
sentiment and sentimentality? Both have 
their root in feeling, both motivate action, 
yet one is honorable, the other dishonorable; 
one indicates strength the other weakness; 
one issues in noble action, the other in ignoble 
action; one is wedded to reason, the other is 
divorced from reason. But notwithstanding 
this difference in their quality they are, 
nevertheless, often found in closest proximity 
so that the passage from one to the other 
involves no conscious effort. 

Without sentiment this world would be a 
dreary place indeed. Oliver Wendell Holmes 
went so far as to say that the whole social 
order of civil society would fall to pieces 
without it, and John Lord, in his “Beacon 
Lights of History,” recording the exquisite 
sentiment of Heloise for the brilliant Abelard 
stops to pay this fine tribute to sentiment: — 
“Sentiment”, says he, “underlies every- 
thing that is great or lovely or enduring on 
earth: it is the joy of festivals, the animating 
soul of patriotism, the bond of families, the 
beauty of religious, political and social in- 
stitutions. It has consecrated Thermopolae 
and the Parthenon, the Capitol, the laurel 
crowns, the Epics of Homer, eloqunece of 
Demosthenes, the muse of Virgil, the mediae- 
val cathedrals, the colleges of Oxford and 
Cambridge, the struggles of the Puritans, 
deeds of Gustavus Adolphus, the Marseilles 
hymn, the farewell address of Washington.” 
In all of this he has paid none too high a 
tribute to sentiment. For genuine sentiment 
once awakened and put behind the will has a 
power of push unequalled by any motor 
power on earth, and when interpenetrated 
with the imagination yields a joy unsur- 
passed.

Yet distinct as these two qualities are they 
somehow get interminably mixed in much of 
our thought and action. Nowhere is the 
intermixture more glaringly shown than on 
the floor of our annual town meeting. Here, 
pure unadulterated sentimentality masquer- 
ades through our town meeting as a simon 
pure sentiment of the human heart. So easy 
1s the passage from sentiment to sentimen- 
tality as often to deceive the agent himself; 
he becomes sentimental before he is aware of 
it and involuntarily lays hold of sentimental- 
istic arguments as his chief weapon of offence. 
It is at just this point where sentimentality 
is laid hold upon as a persuasive weapon that 
it becomes a menace, for its appeal is to 
feelings alone and to that class of feelings that 
are most quickly excited and less amenable 
to reflective thought. Striking illustrations 
of appeal to this class of feelings has of late 
become very prevalent in our annual town 
meeting. By its timely aid ambitious 
schemes have obtained legislative endorse- 
ment that, without its aid, were doomed to 
failure. In this way thousands of dollars of 
the tax-payers’ money has goneinto structures 
wholly feyond the actual needs of the town 
and into costly ornamentations to please the 
esthetic taste of a small minority of the 
townspeople. Under the impulse of aroused 
feelings scores have yielded consent to pro- 
posals in our town meeting only to repudiate 
their action when reflected judgment re- 
turned. The most conspicuous and regret- 
table illustration of the successful appeal to 
feelings was exhibited in connection with the 
proposition to reconstruct Memorial Hall 
Library. Confined to my bed through sick- 
ness on last town meeting day I must rely 


upon printed reports of that meeting in 
The Andover Townsman for my information. 
The Article called for $90,000 to be expended 
in remodelling the old Memorial Hall Library. 
The crying need, it was claimed, was for a 
room to take care of the needs of the children 
who frequented the library in great numbers. 
Mr. Fuess describes the scene thus: “ When 
you go there, there are fifty or sixty children 
crowded into a room where there should only 
be twenty-five.” To relieve this congested 
condition, Mr. Alfred Ripley, in a few clear- 
cut but weighty sentences, proposed that the 
town build on to the back of the present 
Library an extra room at a cost of some 
$15,000. ‘This would furnish ample room for 
the children and their books. The $15,000

could be paid for out of the yearly budget 
and thus avoid adding to our already large 
debt. This suggestion of Mr. Ripley’s, so far 
as I can learn, impressed the voters as a wise 
and economical plan and one that would 
take care of every pressing need. My per- 
sonal judgment is that Mr. Ripley’s appeal to 
reason would have prevailed had not Mr. 
Fuess followed that appeal to reason by an 
appeal to feeling. Mr. Fuess was skillful 
enough to seize upon th ‘strongest motive 
known to man, namely, the guardianship of 
his children’s lives. This he did by claiming 
that Mr. Ripley’s proposal menaced the 
children’s health; that the room he proposed 
would be “damp”. To throw upon the 
screen of their minds the picture of fifty or 
sixty of their dear children confined for an 
hour or more in a “damp” room was enough 
to erase at one sweep every other suggestion 
and Mr. Fuess won his point. In doing so he 
fulfilled to a letter my own prediction a year 
ago touching this Library proposition. 
Here are my words:— “Mark me, fellow 
readers, if it (this proposition) ever gets 
through town meeting it will be carried 
through on the back of a child.” 

I asked then, and I ask now, in what way 
did the removal of the mansard roof and its 
replacement by the present pitched roof con- 
tribute to our children’s health. I go further 
and ask what improvement is the present 
children’s room over the one proposed by 
Mr. Ripley? His plan would have given us a 
room with all four sides above ground and 
open to the sun most of the entire day; 
whereas in this new plan the children’s room 
has two sides in a basement and is open to 
the sun only a part of each day. 

The advocates for the present Memorial 
Hall Library (that not one in twenty of the 
townspeople want, nor for which one in 
twenty of the townspeople voted) were hard 
put to it for reasons to justify their request 
when their chief appeal for a $90,000 outlay 
was the menace of the present building to 
our children’s health, yet this was their 
trump card, both in the columns of the Towns- 
man and on the town hall floor. My personal 
judgment as a tax-payer of Andover is that 
such an argument was pure bunk. 

As to its being more beautiful than the 
original Library, opinions will differ for “it is 
always our own intuitions we express when 
we are enjoying a beautiful work of art.” 
This much, however, can be said, it repre- 
sents a unique type of architecture; nothing 
like it is found in Greek, Roman, Aramaic, 
Medieval, Colonial or Modern architecture. 
Its very uniqueness may constitute its dis- 
tinctive charm. Let us hope so. 

They should have credit for one thing, 
however. They did show some regard for a 
genuine town sentiment still clings about the 
old Library. They generously left standing 
four bare Yet brick walls as a dear 
reminder of other days. Standing within 
these brick remnants I have wondered just 
how much can be taken away from a vener- 
ated object without doing violence to the 
sentiment that gives it value. One may 
cherish a sentiment even for an old family 
horse. His long and faithful service may 
have endeared him to the whole household, 
but if one should cut off his legs and his ears 
and unjoint his tail and dislocate all the 
bones of his body and decimate him inch by 
inch, leaving only his skin for sentiment’s 
sake, I wonder how long before the sentiment 
for the dear old horse would starve for want 
of substance to feed upon. Eight tenths of 
the old Library has been scrapped, nothing 
but the brick skin of the old structure has 
been left and this, Mr. Fuess tells us, was 
left to satisfy our sentiment. “From the 
point of sentiment alone such a procedure (a 
totally new library) would be repellant to 
many of our best citizens.” Thus it was to 
conserve this genuine sentiment of “many 
of our best citizens” that they left unde- 
molished four bare windowless brick walls. 
I trust “many of the best citizens” duly ap- 
preciate this generous concession to their 
tender feelings. 

The Germans have this proverb: — 
“Never judge the building while the staging 
is up”. We must not judge of the completed 
Memorial Hall Library by its present un- 
couth appearance. No good moves forward 
into a better without first passing through a 
worse. When the building is finally com- 
pleted it cannot fail to prove far superior to 
the old structure, more spacious, more con- 
venient, more desirable in every way. 

Having bought the new structure on the 
instalment plan, we shall hope to own it in 
five years. ‘To be sure we have about 
$000,000 debt still to pay, but we shall 
wriggle through as we always have, and it 
will be worth $90,000 if it serves to teach 
Andover voters to distinguish in our town 
meeting appeals the polar difference between 
acting from sentiment and acting from 
sentimentality.

Andover Post American Legion to Give 
Minstrel Show 


Mr. Moorehead’s Present Expedition in 
Georgia 


While searching for records of a race that 
once inhabited the region around Atlanta, 
Georgia, an expedition under the direction of 
Warren K. Moorehead of the Archaeology 
Department of Phillips Academy found 
many bones of long-deceased people. The 
party found in the unearthing of the skeletons 
that these graves were made of hewn stone, 
not unlike present-day burial vaults, Shell 
beads and pieces of textile were also found. 

The textile material resembled that of 
woven bark or bulrushes, possibly used as a 
shroud for the body. The bones were de- 
cayed, but the teeth were in perfect condition. 

The burial ground of the mound builders 
was so constructed that bodies were interred 
at various elevations, with a layer of red clay 
between the tiers. The mounds are of un- 
known origin, State historians said that 
Indians who inhabited that area a half a 
century ago declared that they were not built 
by their people. The supposition is that the 
Shawanos occupied the region for centuries, 
although the Cherokees claimed the territory 
two hundred years ago. 

Previous explorations by Mr. Moorehead 
within the last two years were held among 
these same mounds. Their efforts then re- 
vealed embossed copper plates, or head 
dresses, shell gorgets, stone swords, and 
various other articles of adornment with the 
burials. Some of the art work on the copper 
plates was said to be strikingly similar to 
that which is common in some ancient Mexi- 
can and Honduran sepulchers. 

The work of the Moorehead party will 
continue until April.

New Plan of Billing for Andover 
Telephone Subscribers 


Manager Robert D. Fuller of the New 
England Telephone and Telegraph Co. today 
announced a new plan in telephone billing 
for the Andover telephone users. This 
will start next month in this territory, 
Bills for Andover Telephone Users will be 
dated the 25th of the month and will be 
received a few days after that date. 

Besides improving the promptness and 
accuracy of the telephone company’s billing 
service, Manager Fuller expects that the new 
plan of billing about to be adopted will make 
the bills themselves clearer and more easily 
understood, 

Formerly all bills bore date of the last day 
of the month. The subscriber's exchange 
service item, being known in advance, could 
be entered up to that date. But toll calls and 
charges for measured service were brought 
up only to the 20th of the month, because it 
was impossible to enter them to a later date 
and still render bills promptly. Most people 
give only casual attention to the detail of 
routine bills, and not a few subscribers have 
taken it for granted that all items were 
brought up to the date of the bill itself. 

Such misunderstandings will no longer 
occur, because each telephone bill will bring 
every item squarely up to the date it bears. 

This will be accomplished by “staggering” 
the bills into six periods. There is nothing 
particularly noyel about the idea, As 
Manager Fuller points out, most gas and 
electric light companies send out their bills at 
intervals depending, not on the calendar, but 
on the date when meters are read, 

The one difficulty to be overcome relates to 
the odd-period bill needed to get accounts on 
to the new basis. Even that is not particu- 
larly perplexing. ‘The plan for handling it is 
carefully explained in the little leaflet 
* Between Ourselves,” which comes with the 
bills and with which all telephone sub- 
seribers are familiar, Manager Fuller is 
particularly anxious that Andover sub- 
scribers shall read this leaflet, now in the 
mails; and suggests that any subscriber, who 
is at all in doubt as to how the new billing 
plan applies to himself, get in touch with the 
business office of the company and ask for 
a fuller explanation.

While Samuel Phillips served one year as 
the first secretary of the Company, Samuel 
Merrill served from 1829 to 1835, to. be 
followed by Samuel Gray, who held the office 
until 1875. After three years respite because 
of health, Samuel Merrill again assumed his 
interest and influence in 1838 when he was 
elected president to be annually returned to 
office until his death December 24, 1869. 
Succeeded by Hon. N. W. Hazen, in 1875 
the Company honored Samuel Gray, then 
completing his 40th year as secretary, by 
elevating him to the presidency, which he 
filled until 1880.

Burton S. Flagg came to the Company as
